I  deprecate  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  on  very  extensive 
institutions.  1  he  problem  of  reducing  maternity  mortality  rates 
should  be  dealt  with  by  providing  every  mother  with  a  home  fit  to 
have  her  baby  in. 

CANCER  PROBLEM. 

Probably  most  cases  can  be  cured  if  discovered  early  enough. 
The  essential  requisite  is  the  free  provision  for  every  Individual  on  a 
doctor’s  request  of  all  modern  methods  of  diagnosis.
